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TECHNICAL ARRANGEMENTS FOR NEA MAKRI COMMUNICATIONS STATION 
PREAMBLE 

THE GOVT OF THE US OF AMERICA AND 

THE GOVT OF THE HELLENIC REPUBLIC, IN IMPLEMENTATION 

OF THE AGREEMENT BETWEEN THEM CONCERNING DEFENSE COOPERATION 

(HEREINAFTER REFERRED TO AS DEFENSE COOPERATION 

AGREEMENT), AGREE UPON THE FOLLOWING SUPPLEMENTARY TECHNICAL 
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ARRANGEMENTS FOR THE USE OF THE HELLENIC COMMUNICATIONS 
STATION AT NEA MAKRI BY US FORCES. 

ARTICLE I 

1 . US FORCES AT NEA MAKRI COMMUNICATIONS 

STATION ARE AUTHORIZED TO PARTICIPATE IN COMMON DEFENSE 
MEASURES THROUGH THE USE OF THE MILITARY AND SUPPORTING 
FACILITIES SET FORTH IN ANNEXES A AND B TO THIS APPENDIX 
AND TO CARRY OUT NAVAL COMMUNICATIONS AND RELATED SUPPORT 
ACTIVITIES. 

2. THE PURPOSE. MISSION, LOCATION, FACILITY PLAN, 

AUTHORIZED PERSONNEL STRENGTH. MAJOR ITEMS OF EQUIPMENT 
AND JOINT USE ARRANGEMENTS FOR THE MILITARY AND SUPPORTING 
FACILITIES AT NEA MAKRI COMMUNICATIONS STATION ARE SET 
FORTH IN ANNEXES A AND B TO THIS APPENDIX. 

ARTICLE II 

1 . FOR THE PURPOSES OF THIS APPENDIX, THE 

HELLENIC AUTHORITIES ARE REPRESENTED BY THE INSTALLATION 
COMMANDER. THE US FORCES ARE REPRESENTED 
BY THE COMMANDING OFFICER, US NAVAL COMMUNICATIONS 
STATION, NEA MAKRI, (HEREINAFTER REFERRED TO AS 
UNITED STATES SENIOR OFFICER). 

2. THE DUTIES AND RESPONSIBILITIES OF THE 
INSTALLATION COMMANDER AND THE US SENIOR 
OFFICER ARE SET FORTH IN APPENDIX I TO THE DEFENSE 
COOPERATION AGREEMENT. 
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3. THE INSTALLATION COMMANDER AND THE US 
SENIOR OFFICER, IN THE EXERCISE OF THEIR RESPONSI- 
BILITIES, SHALL CONSULT AND COOPERATE IN MATTERS PERTAINING 
TO THE GENERAL FRAMEWORK OF THE INSTALLATION ACTIVITIES. 

ARTICLE III 

BEGIN BRACKET US - AS THE MUTUALLY WORKED OUT PROGRAM 
FOR THE NAVAL COMMMUNICATIONS STATION, NEA MAKRI, THE 
HELLENIC NAVY IN PARALLEL WITH EXISTING MILITARY AND 
SUPPORTING FACILITIES WILL ESTABLISH FACILITIES, INSTALL 
EQUIPMENT, ACQUIRE ADDITIONAL REAL ESTATE AS NECESSARY, 
AND ASSIGN PERSONNEL TO OPERATE, MAINTAIN AND SUPPORT, 

FOR THE EXCLUSIVE USE OF THE HELLENIC NAVY, THE 
FOLLOWING CIRCUITS: 

A. TWO LOW FREQUENCY SUBMARINE BROADCAST CIRCUITS. 

B. SIX COMPLETE HIGH FREQUENCY SHIP TO SHORE 
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CIRCUITS. END BRACKET 

1 . BEGIN BRACKET GREEK AS A MUTUALLY WORKED OUT 
PROGRAM FOR THE NEA MAKRI COMMUNICATIONS STATION, THE 
US FORCES WILL INSTALL, IN PARALLEL WITH 

THE US EQUIPMENT AT THE MILITARY AND 
SUPPORTING FACILITIES, EQUIPMENT AS SPECIFIED BELOW 
FOR THE EXCLUSIVE USE OF THE HELLENIC NAVY. SUCH 
EQUIPMENT WILL BE ACQUIRED BY THE HELLENIC NAVY THROUGH 
THE FOREIGN MILITARY SALES PROGRAM AT A COST NOT EXCEEDING 
(BLANK) US DOLLARS CONSISTENT WITH ARTICLE 14 OF THE 
DEFENSE COOPERATION AGREEMENT. THE COMPLETION OF PRO- 
CUREMENT AND INSTALLATION OF THIS EQUIPMENT WILL BE 
EFFECTED WITHIN A REASONABLE TIME BUT NOT EXCEEDING 18 
MONTHS FROM THE DATE OF THE ENTRY INTO FORCE OF THE 
DEFENSE COOPERATION AGREEMENT. END BRACKET 
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2. BEGIN BRACKET GREEK - THE ABOVE MENTIONED 
EQUIPMENT TO BE ACQUIRED BY THE HELLENIC NAVY AND TO 
BE INSTALLED BY THE US FORCES AS SPECIFIED 

IN PARA 1 OF THIS ARTICLE WILL BE AS FOLLOWS: 

A. TWO L.F. TRANSMITTERS AND ONE L.F. 

ANTENNA WITH THE ASSOCIATED ACCESSORIES AND COMPONENTS 
FOR THE OPERATION OF A COMPLETE LOW FREQUENCY SUBMARINE 
BROADCAST CIRCUIT. 
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INFO JCS WASHDC 
AMEMBASSY ANKARA 
USMISSION NATO 
USNMR SHAPE 
USDELMC 
USCINCEUR 
CINCUSNAVEUR 
CINCUSAFE RAMSTEIN

3. BEGIN BRACKET GREEK - IT IS UNDERSTOOD THAT 

SLIGHT MODIFICATIONS OF THE ABOVE SPECIFICATIONS. IF ANY, 

WILL BE THE SUBJECT OF CONSULTATIONS BETWEEN THE 
COMPETENT AUTHORITIES OF THE TWO PARTIES AND MAY RESULT 
BY MUTUAL AGREEMENT TO CORRESPONDING MODIFICATIONS OF 
CONFIDENTIAL 
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THE CONDITIONS SPECIFIED IN PARA 1 OF THIS ARTICLE. 

END BRACKET 

4. BEGIN BRACKET GREEK - ANY ADDITIONAL LAND 

AREA NECESSARY FOR THE INSTALLATION OF THE TRANSMITTING 
ANTENNAS OF THE HELLENIC NAVY, THUS RESULTING IN AN 
EXTENSION OF THE EXISTING PERIMETER AT KATO SOULI, WILL 
BE ACQUIRED BY THE GOVT OF THE HELLENIC REPUBLIC. 

END BRACKET. 

5. BEGIN BRACKET GREEK - SHOULD A NECESSITY ARISE 
AND INSOFAR AS THIS IS TECHNICALLY FEASIBLE, THE 
INSTALLATION COMMANDER AND THE US SENIOR 
OFFICER SHALL CONSTULT EACH OTHER FOR THE POSSIBLE 
TEMPORARY USE OF SUCH FACILITIES OF THE TWO PARTIES 
AS MAY BE REQUIRED. END BRACKET 

ARTICLE IV 

1 . BEGIN BRACKET US - THE COSTS OF OPERATIONS 

AND MAINTENANCE, SUPPORT, PERSONNEL, CONSTRUCTION, 

MODERNIZATION, ALTERATION, AND REPAIRS AT THE MILITARY 
AND SUPPORTING FACILITIES EXCLUSIVELY USED BY THE 
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UNITED STATES SHALL BE MET BY THE UNITED STATES IN 
ACCORDANCE WITH PARA 1 AND 2 OF ARTICLE XI OF 
THE DEFENSE COOPERATION AGREEMENT. END BRACKET 

2. BEGIN BRACKET US - THE COSTS OF OPERATIONS 
AND MAINTENANCE, SUPPORT, PERSONNEL, CONSTRUCTION, 
MODERNIZATION, ALTERATION, AND REPAIRS OF EQUIPMENT 
AND PREMISES EXCLUSIVELY USED BY THE HELLENIC NAVY 
SHALL BE MET BY THE GOVERNMENT OF THE HELLENIC REPUBLIC 
IN ACCORDSANCE WITH PARAGRAPHS 2 AND 3 OF ARTICLE XI OF 
THE DEFENSE COOPERATION AGREEMENT. END BRACKET 

ARTICLE V 

1 . WITHIN THEIR CAPABILITIES, THE UNITED STATES 
FORCES SHALL PROVIDE ON-THE-JOB TRAINING AT NEA MAKRI 
CONFIDENTIAL 
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COMMUNICATIONS STATION FOR HELLENIC NAVY PERSONNEL IN 
THE OPERATION AND MAINTENANCE OF COMMUNICATIONS EQUIPMENT 
IN ACCORDANCE WITH MUTUALLY AGREED ARRANGEMENTS. 

2. OTHER TRAINING WHICH MAY BE REQUIRED BY THE 
HELLENIC NAVY SHALL BE PROVIDED CONSISTENT WITH ARTICLE 
XIV OF THEDEFENSE COOPERATION AGREEMENT. 

ARTICLE VI 

THE INSTALLATION COMMANDER AND THE UNITED STATES 
SENIOR OFFICER SHALL COOPERATE TO THE FULLEST EXTENT 
POSSIBLE IN TECHNICAL MATTERS PERTAINING TO THE SUPPORT 
AND MAINTENANCE OF COMMUNICATIONS EQUIPMENT. 

ARTICLE VII 

THE UNITED STATES FORCES ARE AUTHORIZED TO MAINTAIN 
SMALL ARMS AND AMMUNITION AT NEA MAKRI COMMUNICATIONS 
STATION FOR INTERNAL SECURITY REQUIREMENTS OF THE MILITARY 
AND SUPPORTING FACILITITES. PURSUANT TO ARTICLE VI OF 
THE DEFENSE COOPERATION AGREEMENT AND APPENDIX I THERETO, 

THE UNITED STATES SENIOR OFFICER WILL PROVIDE THE 
INSTALLATION COMMANDER WITH A DETAILED LIST OF SUCH 
ARMS AND AMMUNITION. ANY INCREASE OF THE ARMS AND 
AMMUNITION SO LISTED SHALL BE SUBJECT TO THE PRIOR 
APPROVAL OF THE INSTALLATION COMMANDER. 

ARTICLE VIII 

1 . PURSUANT TO ARTICLES I AND III OF APPENDIX I 
TO THE DEFENSE COOPERATION AGREEMENT, AN OVERALL NEA MAKRI 
SECURITY PLAN WILL BE DEVELOPED BY THE INSTALLATION COMMANDER. 
PARTS OF THE PLAN WHICH AFFECT THE UNITED STATES ELEMENT 
SHALL BE COORDINATED WITH THE US SENIOR OFFICER. 

PURSUANT TO ARTICLES II AND III OF APPENDIX I 
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TO THE DEFENSE COOPERATION AGREEMENT, A SECURITY PLAN 
FOR THE PREMISES UTILIZED BY THE UNITED STATES ELEMENT 
WILL BE DEVELOPED BY THE US SENIOR OFFICER AND 
CONFIDENTIAL 
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PROVIDED TO THE INSTALLATION COMMANDER FOR ATTACHMENT 
TO THE OVERALL NEA MAKRI SECURITY PLAN. 

2. WITH THE EXCEPTION OF THE GATES OR ANY OTHER 
EXTERNAL SECURITY POSTS SPECIFIED IN THE OVERALL 
SECURITY PLAN, TO BE MANNED EXCLUSIVELY BY GREEK 
MILITARY PERSONNEL, THE EXTERNAL SECURITY REQUIREMENTS 
DIRECTLY RELATED TO THE MILITARY SUPPORTING FACILITIES 
SET FORTH IN ANNEXES A AND B TO THIS APPENDIX SHALL BE 
THE RESPONSIBILTIY OF THE US SENIOR OFFICER. 

THESE REQUIREMENTS SHALL BE DEVELOPED MUTUALLY BY THE 
INSTALLATION COMMANDER AND THE US SENIOR OFFICER. 

3. SUBJECT TO THE PROVISIONS OF ARTICLE II OF 

APPENDIX I TO THE DEFENSE COOPERATION AGREEMENT REGARDING 
THE INTERNAL SECURITY OF THE PREMISES EXCLUSIVELY USED 
BY THE UNITED STATES FORCES, IN CASE OF EMERGENCY OR 
UNDER SPECIAL CIRCUMSTANCES, AS FORESEEN IN THE OVERALL 
SECURITY PLAN, THE INSTALLATION COMMANDER MAY ASSUME 
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USDELMC

THE RESPONSIBILITY TO COVER THE GUARDING REQUIREMENTS 
FOR THE EXTERNAL SECURITY OF THE WHOLE INSTALLATION, 

UTILIZING GREEK MILITARY PERSONNEL. 

ARTICLE IX 

1 . REQUESTS FOR ALLOCATIONS OF FREQUENCIES FOR 
THE US FORCES SHALL BE SUBMITTED TO THE 
APPROPRIATE HELLENIC AUTHORITIES FOR APPROVAL. 

APPLICATION TO THE HELLENIC AUTHORITIES WILL INCLUDE 
ALL INFORMATION WHICH IS NORMALLY REQUIRED WITH ALLIED 
RADIO FREQUENCY AGENCY SUBMISSIONS AND SHOULD SPECIFY 
THE INTENDED USE OF THE FREQUENCY. WHEN APPROPRIATE, 

COORDINATION WITH THE ALLIED RADIO FREQUENCY AGENCY 
WILL BE EFFECTED. 
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2. THE INSTALLATION COMMANDER AND THE US 
SENIOR OFFICER SHALL TAKE APPROPRIATE ACTION TO 
ENSURE THAT US FORCES COMMUNICATIONS SYSTEMS 

AND HELLENIC MILITARY COMMUNICATIONS SYSTEMS CAUSE NO 
INTERFERENCE TO EITHER HELLENIC OR US TELE- 
COMMUNICATIONS SYSTEMS. SHOULD THE AFOREMENTIONED 
ACTION FAIL TO ELIMINATE SUCH INTERFERENCE, THE COMPETENT 
GREEK AUTHORITIES MAY REQUEST THE APPROPRIATE US 
MILITARY AUTHORITIES BRIEFLY TO DISCONTINUE 
TRANSMISSION AT A TIME AND FOR AN INTERVAL MUTUALLY 
DEEMED FEASIBLE TO FACILITATE THE EFFORT TO IDENTIFY 
THE SOURCE OF INTERFERENCE. 

3. BOTH PARTIES SHALL TAKE APPROPRIATE ACTION 

TO ENSURE THAT THE COMMUNICATIONS SYSTEMS USED BY THE 
HELLENIC NAVY AND THE US FORCES AT NEA 
MAKRI COMMUNICATIONS STATION ARE CAUSING NO INTER- 
FERENCE TO EACH OTHER OR TO ANY OTHER TELECOMMUNICATION 
NETWORKS AND ARE NOT ENCROACHED UPON BY LOCAL ACTIVITIES. 

ARTICLE X 

QUESTIONS WHICH MAY ARISE REGARDING THE INTER- 
PRETATION OR IMPLEMENTATION OF THIS APPENDIX REQUIRING 
RESOLUTION AT A LEVEL ABOVE THAT OF THE INSTALLATION 
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COMMANDER AND THE US SENIOR OFFICER SHALL 
BE REFERRED TO A REPRESENTATIVE OF THE HELLENIC ARMED 
FORCES AND THE US DEFENSE REPRESENTATIVE IN 
GREECE FOR THIER JOINT CONSIDERATION.
